Sir, 

We  have  removed  encampments  at  Valley  Plaza  Park  and  vicinity  since  Monday,  in 
preparation  of  a  VIP  Event  at  the  Recreation  Center.  I  assigned  one  of  our  park  ranger 
officers  to  look  at  the  area  in  question  and  write  a  synopsis  of  his  observations.  As 
follows . 


North  of  Vanowen, (Library  Side)  we  found  7  encampments  all  which  were  on  the 
other  side  of  the  fence  at  the  freeway  property,  which  is  Caltrans  jurisdiction, 
i  included  some  pictures  of  those  encampments  along  the  freeway.  These  are  extremely 
large  encampments  and  have  probably  not  been  removed  in  a  long  time.  There  were  no 
encampments  on  the  park  side. 


Here  is  an  aerial  of  the  section  of  the  park  north  of  Vanowen,  east  of  the  170 

freeway.

*  We  are  submitting  an  official  service  request  to  Caltrans  on  their  website 

*  We  will  invite  Caltrans  to  join  us  in  addressing  this  problem  by 
conducting  a  removal  operation  operation  on  a  designated  future  date. 

*  We  will  include  homeless  services  folks  LAHSA  to  first  outreach  to  all 
homeless  people  there 

*  We  are  requesting  the  assistance  of  all  other  agencies  -  LAPD  North 
Hollywood,  LAPD  HOPE,  City  Attorney,  Council  Office,  Mayor's  Office,  Recreation  and  Parks, 
LA  County  Mental  Health. 

*  Our  strategy  must  be  holistic  to  the  entire  park,  north  of  Victory  and 
South  of  Sherman  Way  and  west  of  170.
